Introductory  Observations.

HAD.  Dr.  Lettfom  been  that  friend  of 
reafon,  and  common  fenfe  he  profef- 
fes,  or  had  he  pofleffed  thofe  abilities  the 
intention  of  his  fubjefl:  required,  he  would 
not  have  admitted  into  his  Obfervations 
preparatory  to  the  ufe  of  Dr .  Mayersback’s 
tnedicines,  anonymous  letters  from  news¬ 
paper  intelligence ;  nor  have  countenanced 
the  invented  tales  of  a  difcarded  fervant, 
which  were,  moft  likely,  firft  dictated  by 
the  malicious  fpirit  of  revenge,  within  the 
walls  of  that  prifon  from  whence  he  was 
fo  lately  releafed  by  the  ill-repaid  lenity 
of  his  matter. 
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The  improbable  inventions  of  fo  ex¬ 
ceptionable  an  evidence  will  contribute 
very  little  towards  detecting,  as  he  terms 
it,  the  ignorance  of  the  impoftor. 

Had  he  called  it  cunning,  it  had  been 
we  think,  more  applicable  to  the  pur- 
pofe,  as  admitting  the  utmoft  ftrength 
of  every  falfe,  and  futile  argument  his  ob- 
fervations  have  ftarted,  hemuft  allow  the 
Do£lor  to  have  a  great  fhare  of  that 
quality  that  could  be  able  to  dupe  the 
greateft  part  of  one  of  the  firft  cities  in 
the  world. 

To  follow  Dr.  Lettfom  through  his 
colleftion  of  incredible  affertions,  and 
mifreprefented  cafes,  moftly  attefted  by 
initials,  or  grounded  on  hearfay,  were 
to  render  our  work  as  difinterefting  and 
heavy,  as  even  the  compilation  which  we 
have  undertaken  to  anfvver ;  and  which 
nothing  but  the  neceffity  of  being  ac¬ 
quainted  with  the  contents  could  have 
indeed  us  to  wade  through.

is  impoffible  for  any  one  to  have  the  leaft 
knowledge  in  the  profeffion,

•^"HOEVER  is  engaged  in  medicine, 
with  that  regard  for  the  welfare  of 
his  profeffion,  which  a  phyfician  and  a  friend 
to  himfelf  ought  to  feel,  mull  often  lament 
over  the  ftrength  of  the  human  confti- 
tution,  and  the  health  and  vigour  of 
the  habits  to  which  it  is  liable ;  fome 
peculiarly  affifting  the  funftions  of  the 
body,  fome  the  powers  of  the  mind,  and 
fome  too  often  both  ;  for  exi fling  by 
difeafes,  he  will  find  it  requifite  to  exert 
the  utmofl  efforts  of  (kill,  to  promote  the 
caufes  of  ailments,  to  augment  their 
fymptoms,  and  invent  the  moft  probable 
means  of  prolonging  them  ;  he  will  fee

thefe  fymptoms  daily  varying,  and  as  of¬ 
ten  requiring  a  variation  of  remedies  ; 

that 
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that  thofe  which  were  firft  indicated  muft 
be  omitted,  and  others  fubftituted,  in  or¬ 
der  to  reconduft  his  patient,  as  foon  as 
the  operation  of  his  drugs  will  permit, 
into  the  bed  of  pain  and  ficknefs.

Under  the  apprehenfion  of  not  being 
able  to  write  in  a  more  fluent  ftyle  than 
that  of  Dr.  Lettfom,  we  chofe  to  be¬ 
gin  this  feftion  in  his  own  language. 
Its  meaning  may  perhaps  fuit  our  fub- 
jeft  as  well  as  it  did  his.  For  difeafes 
are  the  phyficians’  flock  in  trade,  and  the 
more  they  have  to  work  upon,  the  more 
profit  their  bufinefs  brings  them  in.  It 
jrnift  therefore  be  their  intereft  to  extol 
their  own  praife,  and  to  decry  the  deferv- 
ings  of  others.  If  a  new-comer,  by  dint 
of  fuperior  knowledge,  or  of  accident,  hap¬ 
pens  to  jump  into  notice,  every  medi¬ 
cal  mouth  is  open,  every  pen  is  dipt  in 
poifon  to  pronounce  and  write  him  an  in¬ 
terloping  quack.  , 


Merit 
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Merit  is  the  conftant  butt  of  malice  ; 
and  Envy  with  her  thoufand  hiffing 
fnakes,  is  ever  ready  to  diffufe  around  it 
the  venom  of  flander  and  detraction. 

’Tis  to  combat  this  hydra  we  now 
take  the  field,  unknown  to  the  gentleman 
whofe  caufe  we  efpoufe,  unfolicited,  un¬ 
rewarded. 

Dr.  Lettfom  affirms,  that  66  the  flate 
44  of  the  urine,  liable  as  it  is  tb  fo  ma- 
44  ny  variations  in  health,  cannot  afford 
44  a  juft  indication  of  the  ftate  of  wthe 
44  body,  when  under  difeafe,  without  a 
44  previous  knowledge,  not  only  of  the 

44  human  body  in  health,  but  likewife  of 

45  the  various  changes  produced  upon  it 
44  from  different  caufes,  in  its  found  as  well 
44  as  its  defeafed  ftate.” 

Without  following  the  Doftor,  and  his 
fecreted fluids ,  through  the  urinary  pajfages > 
or  examining  the  action  of  thofe  veflels 

i  upon 
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upon  which  the  excretions  depend ;  we  are 
on  the  other  hand,  bold  enough  to  affirm 
the  diredt  contrary.  Here  is  ipfe  dixit  for 
ipfe  dixit .  How  then  is  it  to  be  decided  ? 
The  Dodtor  backs  his  affertion  by  the 
opinions  of  others ;  we  ours  by  pofitive 
and  direct  proof ;  which  ffiall  be  the  pur¬ 
port  of  our  next  fection. 

Let  not  Dr.  Lettfom  be  piqued  becaufe

another  has  difcovered  the  fecret  which  he 
lias  fought  after  in  vain.  Let  him  rather 
fay,  I  own  it  is  beyond  my  comprehen- 
fion,  how  any  judgment  can  be  formed  of 
the  iituation  of  the  body  from  urinary 
appearances.  Dr.  Mayerfbach  can  do  it, 
and  therefore  he  has  the  fuperior  know¬ 
ledge.  Perhaps  Dr.  Lettfom  does  not  re¬ 
coiled!  that  by  making  the  difficulty  of  the 
attainment  fo  great,  he  only  heightens  Dr.

whether  the  ingenious  artift  has  ferved 
his  time,  and  taken  out  his  freedom  re¬ 
gularly  ;  nor,  when  we  are  told  that  the 
Worker  of  it  is  under  a  profecution  for 
carrying  on  his  bufinefs  without  being  le¬ 
gally  authorized  fo  to  do,  does  it  leflen 
the  value  of  the  filk.  We  admire  the 
workmanfhip*  without  confidering  the 
means  by  which  the  artificer  acquired  his 
ikill.  Aye,  but  then  (it  will  be  urged) 
the  work  of  the  hands  may  be  learned  by 
an  infight  of  the  mode  of  carrying  on  the 
bufinefs ;  while  the  fcientific  knowledge: 
requires  a  different  mode  of  acquirement. 
True ;  and  therefore  it  is,  that  all  rules 
for  difpenfing  that  valuable  attribute  to  an 
individual,  by  any  fet  or  community  of 
men,  is  ridiculous  and  abfurd, 
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To  parcel  out  the  gift  of  underftanding 
were  to  arrogate  the  power  of  the  Deity, 

Had  all  the  bards  on  earth  met  in  con- 
vention,  upon  Pope  and  Curl,  to  determine 
their  degrees  of  merit  in  the  poetic  line, 
and  had  decreed  a  diploma  to  the  latter 
to  write  and  rhyme  for  the  edification  of 
man,  and  through  pique  or  finifter  mo¬ 
tives  fhould  have  denied  it  to  the  former* 
the  writings  of  Pope  would  have  been  no 
lefs  valuable,  nor  the  verfes  of  Curl  in 
higher  eftimation.  ;  . 

A  perfon  in  the  north  of  England  took 
upon  him  the  bufinefs  of  bone-fetting, 
and  became  noted  for  his  knowledge  and 
fuccefs  in  that  branch  of  furgery.  A  lady 
of  quality  in  London  happened  to  diflocate 
her  hip,  which  baffled  the  Ikill  of  Sur- 
geonVhall,  and  made  her  defpair  of  ever 
having  the  joint  replaced :  but  hearing  of 
the  bone-fetter  above-mentioned,  he  was 
fent  for  to  town,  where  he  had  the  good 

for- 
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fortune  to  fet  the  lady’s  hip,  and  reftore 
her  to  her  perfeft  ftrength.  This  brought 
the  whole  tribe  of  regular-bred  furgeons 
upon  him  ;  they  exploded  him  as  an  igno¬ 
rant  pretender,  and  allowed  him  no  merit 
but  accident  in  the  cure.  In  order  to  con¬ 
vince  the  world  of  their  aflertion,  they 
hired  a  chairman,  who  was  to  pretend  to 
have  put  out  the  joint  of  his  arm,  whom 
they  inftru£ted  on  the  occafion,  and  fent 
to  tell  his  cafe  to  the  bone-fetter ;  on  look¬ 
ing  at  the  man’s  arm,  he  immediately  faw 
into  the  deceit,  and  giving  it  a  twift  dif- 
located  it  in  a  dangerous  manner,  and  fent 
him  back  to  thofe  that  had  hired  him  to

have  it  fet.  Their  (kill,  however,  was 
unable  to  effett  it,  and  he  came  back  to 
the  country  furgeon,  confefled  the  whole 
'  matter,  begged  pardon,  and  was  imme* 
diately  fet  to  rights. 

Will  Dr.  Lettfom  pretend  that  this 
man,  becaufe  he  had  never  been  inftrufled 

in  anatomy,  had  no  Ikill  in  bone-fetting  ?

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Let  him  rather  confider,  that  it  may 
bear  fome  analogy  to  his  own  cafe.  Like 
the  hirers  of  the  poor  chairman,  who,  in- 
fiead  of  dete&ing  the  ignorance  of  the 
bone-fetter,  expofed  their  own  bafenefs ;  fo 
he,  in  attempting  to  expofe,  as  he  terms 
it,  the  ignorance  of  a  quacks  may  fink  in 
his  own  trap,  with  the  refleftion  of  having 
been  ftimulated  by  envy,  or  felf-interefted 
motives,  while  the  object  of  his  malice  is 
more  firmly  eftablifiied  in  his  profeffion, 
and  more  followed  by  the  town.

On  his  looking  at  the  water,  without 
hefitation,  without  any  previous  queftions 
having  been  a(ked,  or  any  kind  of  artifice 
made  ufe  of,  that  could  give  him  the  moft 
diftant  hint  of  the  cjiforder,  or  fituarion  of 
the  patient,  he  defcribed  not  only  the 
difeafe,  but  the  caufe  which  had  produced 
it.  That  the  water  was  a  lady’s,  that  fhe 
was  elderly,  had  a  large  fwelling  in  her 
body,  of  the  dropfical  kiqd,  but  not  in  a 
fituation  to  be  tapped ;  that  her  chief  pain 
was  in  her  fide,  with  various  other  fymp- 
torns,  as  exaft ,  as  if  he  had  attended  her 
through  every  ftage  of  her  complaint ;  that 
the  cafe  was  very  defperate,  and  that  he 
'  could  not  fay  whether  he  could  be  of  any 
fervice  to  her  or  not,  till  he  had  tried  the 
effeft  of  fome  medicines  for  a  few  days.

CASE  II, 

IN  September,  1775,  I  was  feized  with 
a  cold,  attended  with  a  fever,  a  violent 
cough  and  hoarfenefs ;  for  the  removal  of 
which,  an  eminent  phyfician  was  applied 
to,  who  prefcribed  for  me,  but  did  me 
no  fervice.

By  Mr.  Ping’s  advice,  of  Chelfea,  we  ap¬ 
plied  to  Dr.  Mayerlbach.  We  fent  her 
water  by  our  filter ;  Ihe  returned  and 

told 
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told  us  that  the  Doftor  had  defcribed  hef 
diforder  in  every  particular,  and  from  that 
circumftance  we  determined  {he  {hould 
take  his  medicines.  She  took  the  firft  of 
them  on  Thurfday  the  eighteenth  of 
April  laft,  and  on  the  Sunday  we 
faw  a  vifible  alteration  for  the  better. 
We  fent  off  to  the  Do£tor,  and  he 
came  on  the  Monday  morning  at  five 
o’clock,  to  Parfon’s  Green,  where  we 
then  were.  He  exprefled  furprize  at 
feeing  her  throat  fo  bad,  and  faid,  his 
medicines  were  too  {harp,  and  he  would 
fend  her  fome  that  were  milder,  and  af- 
fured  us  he  would  cure  her.  He  told  us 
that  before  the  next  Sunday  {he  would 
be  able  to  eat,  and  in  fix  weeks  fhe  would 
be  well  ;  and  that  \\te  {hould  fee  her  a

fine  girl  in  a  little  tiime.  This  all  came 
true.  She  recovered  within  the  time 
mentioned,  and  has  continued  perfectly  well 
ever  fince.  Numbers  of  people  who  faw 
her  when  {he  was  ill,  have  come,  through 
curiofity,  to  be  affured  if  {he  was  really

When  I  enquired  at  the  fhop  'for  Dr. 
Mayerlbach,  I  was  defired  to  go  up  ftairs  ; 
I  met  a  perfon  coming  down,  and  a&ed 
if  the  Doftor  was  above.  You  told  me 
you  was  the  perfon,  and  went  with  me 
into  the  dining-room.  My  wife  was 
with  me.  I  gave  you  the  vial  with  my 
water ;  you  looked  at  it,  and  told  me  I 
•  r  j,!.  was 
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was  in  fuch  a  ftate  as  you  had  never  met 
with  but  in  one  perfon  in  your  life,  and 
that  vvas  in  Germany,  I  afked  y ou  what 
my  complaint  was.  You  then  began  to 
recite  my  various  complaints,  which  were 
many  and  violent,  without  my  wife  or 
felf  faying  one  word.  You  told  us  I  had 
violent  pains  in  my  head,  my  ftomach 
loaded  with  phlegm,  and  drawn  up  with  the 
cramp  ;  that  I  was  violently  troubled  with 
wind,  and  that  the  pain  I  felt  threw  me  into 
fainting  fits ;  that  from  my  hips  down* 
wards  I  was  numbed,  and  that  the  whole 
proceeded  from  a  violent  (harp  humour 
in  my  bowels.  Which  was  every  word 
litterally  true ;  for  I  never  was  free  from 
prodigious  head-achs,  or  from  being  load¬ 
ed  fo  at  my  ftomach  with  phlegm,  that 
I  was  almoft  ftrangled,  with  frequent 
vomitings,  which  were  at  times  very 
violent.

I  have  had  a  phylician  and 
an  apothecary  holding  me  up  in  this  man¬ 
ner  for  half  an  hour  together,  pouring 
into  my  ftomach  hot  medicines,  and  hot 
brandy  and  water,  with  ufquebaugh  and 
brandy ;  when  quite  fpent,  I  had  fits  of 
crying  and  fainting,  and  was  fo  reduced,  that 
for  two  or  three  days  I  could  not  fpeak 
to  any  body,  but  kept  my  bed  or  lay 
on  a  couch.  I  had  fuch  numbnefs  in  my 
thighs  and  legs,  for  years,  that  they  were 
obliged  to  be  rubbed  with  hot  flannels 
for  circulation.  I  had  Zelzer  water  bot¬ 
tles,  with  hot  water  put  to  my  feet  at 
night  to  keep  heat  in  them. 

You  fent  me  pills,  powders,  and  two 
forts  of  drops.  I  found  the  firft  two  pills 
touch  the  caufe.  I  thank  God  after  tak- 
your  medicines  about  two  months,  I  got 
quite  well  of  my  complaints,  which  is 
known  to  hundreds  of  people;  haying  a

IN  Auguft  17 73,  my  wife  was  taken 
with  very  excruciating  and  dreadful  pains. 


in 
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in  the  ftomach,  back,  and  fides,  which 
held  her  fome  hours,  and  returned  again 
in  about  a  month.  I  fent  for  a  phyfician, 
who  ordered  her  medicines ;  the  pains 
ftill  continued  to  return  more  frequent. 
Since  which  fhe  has  had  feveral  of  the  moft 
eminent  of  the  faculty,  with  no  better  fuc- 
cefs ;  the  diforder  coming  on  more  fre¬ 
quent  and  violent,  that  {he  has  moftly 
been  obliged  to  be  held  in  bed  by  two 
people,  the  pains  being  fo  very  dreadful 
that .  few  could  bear  to  be  in  the  room 
without  {hedding  tears,  on  feeing  her  h\ 
thofe  violent  agonies.  The  phyficians  or¬ 
dered  her  to  Bath,  where  fhe  went  in 
June  1774,  and  ftaid  above  three  months, 
attended  by  the  firft  of  the  faculty,  by  whofe 
orders*  {he  bathed,  drank  the  waters,  and 
took  many .  medicines,  but  to  no  effect :

the  would  get  very  well,  and  he  was 
certain  he  fiiould  bring  her  to  good 
health  ;  flie  took  his  medicines,  and,  with 
the  blefling  of  God,  they  agreed  with 
her.  The  feepnd  day  of  his  attendance  he 
told  her  the  pains  would  not  return.  The 
medicines  operated  in  a  gentle  manner, 
and  in  every  refpeft  as  the  Do&or  faid 
they  would.  In  the  courfe  of  about  a 
month  the  was  in  good  health,  and  able 
to  walk  two  or  three  miles,  to  the  great 
aftonifhment  of  every  one  that  knew  her, 
the  pains  not  in  the  leaft  returning.  She 
has  been  well  ever  fince,  and  is  now  in 
perfeft  health.  Any  one  doubting  the 
truth  of  the  above  may  be  fatisfied  by  ap¬ 
plying  at  my  houfe.

How  many  of  the  laft  hundred  patients 
you  had  under  your  care  had  you  the  hap- 
pinefs  to  fave  ? 

Did  one  of  the  twenty  which  you  al¬ 
low  to  the  trial  of  medicine,  which  is  the 
fmalleft  number  we  can  ftate,  die  under  your 
hands  ? 

Jf  you  anfwer  in  the  affirmative,  wc 
reply,  that  one  is  more  in  proportion  to 
the  degrees  of  your  patients  than  Dr.  Ma- 
yerfbach’s  ten.
